I know now that all of the 
facts are on the side of those who 
stand for an inspired Word, no 
matter what division of human 
thought and research is being con- 
sidered. It is not too much to say 
that intelligence itself favors the 
position that the Scriptures came 
from God, because of the cumu- 
lative force of the various kinds 
of evidence for Christianity, and 
the notorious fact that our ene- 
mies refuse to consider this evi- 
dence. 


JListen carefully the next time 
yo: hear an attack on the Bible. 
Yeu will observe that critics of 
the Word do not deal in facts, 
for there are none at their dis- 
posal. Instead, they use ridicule, 
sarcasm, falsehood, misrepresenta- 
tion, hearsay, derision, and such 
ke. They abuse the Bible without 
carefully investigating what it 
actually has to say, The Bible’s 
c’-planation for such a situation 
is that there is a supernatural 
t wer blinding the minds of men 
vho reject the message of the 
Word, making it impossible for 
them to come to a fair, open-mind- 
ed verdict about it. This is plainly 
revealed in IT Corinthians 4:3, 4. 
Before men become Christians, the 
Scripture says they “walk, in the 
vanity of their mind, Having the 
understanding darkened, being 
alienated from the life of God 
through the ignorance that is in 
them, because of the blindness 
of their heart” (Eph. 4:17, 18). 

It is only in the light of state- 
ments like these that we can un- 
derstand why a man who is an ex- 
cellent teacher, with a good mind, 
a fine personality, and a brilliant 
grasp of his subject, can maintain 
an agnostic or an indifferent at- 
titude toward eternal things or 
even scoff at the truth of the 
Word of God. Only in the presence 
of these and similar revelations of 
the deceitfulness of the human 
heart are we able to explain why 
people can be religious, cultured 


and apparently 
sincere, while re- 
maining outside 
the kingdom of 
God and satisfied 
with some re- 
ligion that does 
not grant su- 
preme place to} 
Jesus Christ. 
The Scripture 


says, “The _ fool Es 33 
hath said in his Dr. S. M. Coder 
heart, There is 


no God” (Ps. 14:1). Let it be ob- 
served that refusal to acknowledge 
God is not a matter of the mind, 
but of the heart, Men claim to be- 
lieve there is no God, no inspired 


Bible, no fall of man, no need for 


salvation. They make this claim, 
not because they are in possession 
of real facts or sound reasons for 
their unbelief, but because they 
will to believe as they do. Their 
convictions spring from the heart 
as the seat of the emotions. Their 
hearts deceive them, while their 
minds ignore the facts. 


As believers, we have nothing to 
fear from any facts now known 
or yet to be discovered. God's 
Word and God’s works seen in 
creation must always agree, If we 
are willing to give to the Word 
of God even a fraction of the time 
we give to less important litera- 
ture, we shall be able to give an 
intelligent answer to every man 
who may ask us a reason for our 
faith. It may be that by per- 
suading some to consider the evi- 
dences for our faith, we shall help 
them to the position where they 
will consider the claims of Christ 
on their own souls, become sub- 
ject to the operation of the Holy 
Spirit, be regenerated and become 
children of God. This has happened 
often in the past, and it is happen- 
ing today. 

Think, for example, of Abraham 
Lincoln, who was a skeptic until 
he was forty years old. At that 
time, Dr. James Smith, pastor of 
the First Presbyterian Church in 
Springfield, Illinois, placed in the 
hands of Mr. Lincoln his own two- 
volume work on Christian evi- 
dences entitled A Christian’s De- 


fense. Lincoln examined the argu- 
ments with his lawyer’s mind as 
impartially as though he were 
trying a case in court. As a re- 
sult, he was convinced that the 
evidence in favor of the divine 
authority and inspiration of the 
Scriptures was unanswerable. He 
became a firm believer in Christ 
as his personal Saviour. After- 
ward, he delivered what was said 
to be the ablest defense of the Bi- 
ble ever given in Dr, Smith’s pul- 
pit. President Lincoln said on one 
occasion, “The Bible is the only 
one that claims to be God’s Book, 
to comprise His law, His history. 
It contains an immense amount of 
evidence of its own authenticity. It 
is the best gift God has given to 
man’ (Abraham Lincoln, the 
Christian, by William J. Johnson). 


In England, Lord Lyttleton and 
Sir Gilbert West determined to 
overthrow Christianity by proving 
that two of its foundational facts. 
the resurrection of Christ and the 
conversion of Saul of Tarsus, were 
false. While carefully studying the 
evidence for these events recorded 
in the New Testament, they were 
wonderfully saved. Instead of at- 
tacking the faith, they published 
treatises which are still counted 
among standard works in defense 
of Christianity, 

It is not widely known today 
that America’s greatest authority 
on legal evidence, Simon Green- 
leaf of Harvard, examined the New 
Testament by the same laws of 
evidence that are used in the 
supreme courts of the world. He 
found the record trustworthy, and 
published a notable work of 613 


pages showing the results of his| 


research, called An Examination of | 


the Testimony of the Evangelists, 
which demonstrates that the facts | 
of Christianity are true. This one | 
book is sufficient to show that no | 
one today can intelligently ques- | 
tion the Gospel records. To do so’ 
is to betray ignorance of the work | 
of a man about whom the London 
Law Journal said, at the close of 
the last century, “Upon the ex- 
isting law of evidence more light 
has shone from the New World 
than from all the lawyers who 
adorn the courts of Europe.” 


Before we take up some of these 
convincing proofs of the fact that 
the Bible is the Word of God, I 
mention a few notable facts which 
every believer ought to know. 


The Bible is the world’s best sel- 
ler. Millions of copies are sold 
every year.

I looked at an imposing trumpet- 
like affair with its nose due north 
and at its southern end a vast 
rubber bulb. This I _ gingerly 
squeezed, and the apparatus pro- 
duced faithfully the sound of a 
goat in agony. 

Three small African boys, dress- 
ed in a minimum, howled with 
delight. 

For my edification the driver 
pulled up the bonnet and showed 
me an intricate system of strings, 
wife and insulating tape, keeping 
vital parts of the engine in posi- 
tion. I pointed out the leak in 
the radiator. He shrugged his 
shoulders.

For more than a quarter of a 
eentury the Northern Baptist Con-

But it is 
scientifically certain that such is 
not the case; they are different 
species. Cheat is not a variety of 
wheat at all.

15:37, “And that which thou sow- 
est, thou sowest not that body 
that shall be, but bare grain, it 
may chance of wheat, or of some 
other grain,’ I remarked that 
“nature returns to us only what 
we sow. It never changes species. 
If you sow a grain of wheat, you 
gather a grain of wheat.” 

In a forum following, a farmer 
said, “Isn’t it a fact, Sir, that 
cheat is degenerate wheat?” 

I answered unhesitatingly, “It 
is not a fact!” 


And to my surprise, he turned 
to the audience and said, “Young 
people, your preacher is right. We 
farmers learned that fact a few 


“ears ago. We had a fly come 


into this vicinity that loved cheat 
but would not taste wheat, and he 
destroyed practically every head of 
cheat that we had in the wheat 
fields, and the result was that 
when we sowed the seed the next 
year, no cheat came up. We learn- 
ed that a wet season was. injurious 
to the growth of wheat and greatly 
developed the growth of cheat; 
but the fly demonstrated that they 
were not at all the same.” 

He did more than confirm my 
scientific claims; he uttered a 
veritable truth concerning cheat, 
namely, it prospers in a wet sea- 
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As long as there is much re- 
freshing from above, and fields are 
fertilized by abundant rains, false 
prophets flourish; but when a 
spiritual drought comes, their 
prosperity declines, and that fact 
finds perfect illustration in North- 
ern Convention affairs. Our bu- 
reaucratic board would have little 
trouble holding their offices and 
administering denominational af- 
fairs if only refreshing showers 
were more abundant; but when we 
see the annual income for all 
mission causes cut from twelve 
million to three; when we behold 
our foreign missionaries reduced 
from 750-800 down to less than 
half that number; when we dis- 
cover our mission fields being in- 
creasingly vacated; when we re- 
member that our magnificent 
state magazines have been wiped 
out of existence; that many of 


supplies and our foreign mission 
converts reminds me of a recent 
experience I had, 


I suffered for some weeks this 
summer from what seemed akin 
to hay fever, a thing I had never 
had before. My nasal passages 
have been clogged and solid, and 
breathing has been difficult. My

Arthur T. Pierson likened cer- 
tain preachers to the old wom 
who, when in court was questioned | 
on which side of the street she 
lived, and answered, “On both 
sides. On the right side when you 
are going up and on the left side 
when you are going down.” 

Modernism has enjoyed a large 
measure of success by the aid of 
ministers who live “on both sides 
of the street called ‘straight 
and Fundamentalism has found in 
these same ministers a more ef- 
fective opposing force, than the 
Modernism of the left side of the 
street, has ever been able to mus- 
ter. 

The curse of the day is the dis- 
position to crawl. Athens is re- 
puted to have opened 
meetings with a curse to every 
man who spoke what he did not 
really believe; and Egyptian 
priests used to teach that any soul, 
before it could be admitted into 
Paradise, must, in the judgment- 
hall of Osiris, swear, “I have never 
defiled my conscience from fear 
or favor to my superiors.’’ Among 
Daniel O’Connell’s maxims was 
this admirable one, ‘“‘Never deny or 
trim a truth to gain or keep a 
friend.” 

If we would recover from the 
weakness that now shortens the 
breath of the Baptist denomina- 
tion, if we would return to the 
strength of a quarter of a century 
since we must end. once and for- 
ever, this combination “of linen 
and woolen” -—*“the inclusive 
policy’’—and stand four-square for 
a garment of one piece, woven 
from the inspired Word of God. 
including both Old Testament and 
New.

These I have recently put into a 
series of articles on Baptist polity, 
but for the sake of those who 
might not have read, I rehearse: 
and for those who have read, I 
repeat, in reduced form. 

First, return to 
Adopt the two party method; end 
the Bolsheviki one party rule. En- 
ter every convention with our ap- 
proved list of candidates, and com- 
pel democratic decisions between 
them and the modernist slate. 

Second, if we attempt to func- 
tion at all, within the confines of 
the Convention, demand a division 
of the fields of labor, and support 
only such individuals as will main- 
tain the eternal truths of inspira- 
tion, such institutions only as be- 
lieve with us, and cultivate such 
fields only as are sown with one 
seed, plowed with oxen, true serv- 
ants of the Master, and clothed 
only with one cloth, Christian con- 
viction and character. 

Finally, if these things be de- 
nied us, after 55 years of coopera- 
tion with the Northern Baptist 
Convention, I would say, form a 
new Fundamentalist Convention 
and refuse membership in it to any 
and every man who will not will- 
ingly, conscientiously, sign our 
Confession of Faith, and unite 
with us in a fellowship that repre- 
sents kindred convictions and holds 
as its unalloved objective the ful- 
fillment of Christ’s final commis- 
sion.

our conscious existence. The rich 
man died, and was buried, and in 
Hell he lift up his eyes. Lazarus 
died and was carried by the angels 
into Abraham’s bosom. Death is 
not annihiliation, not cessation of 
existence, not destruction, Death 
both for saint and sinner is but 
a change of spheres. Conscious 
existence is just as real beyond 
the grave as it is this side of the 
grave, This passage of Scripture, 
and othefs teach the same thing. 

It also teaches another thing. 
Beyond the grave there are two 
places of existence for the con- 
scious soul which is described and 
pictured here in this loving, ten- 
der, beautiful, compassionate scene 
of Lazarus in the bosom of Ab- 
raham. Nothing could be more 
beautiful, nothing could be more 
tender, nothing could be more 
compassionate, nothing could . be 
more gentle and more loving. But 
the other is pictured as a place, 
and it is pictured as a place of 
torment and a place where the 
torment grows out of fire—‘“for I 
am tormented in this flame,” a 
place where memory preys upon 
the mind. The rich man remember- 
ed he had five brothers. He re- 
membered he spurned the mercy 
and the teaching of repentance. 
He remembered the taste of wa- 
ter and its cooling effect. You 
know, my friends, there are peo- 
ple in this world tonight that are 
living in torment here. I do not 
mean the torment they will have 
hereafter, but they are living in 
Hell because their memory is a 
Hell to them. And that cord of 
memory that links us to the past 
will be carried right on over into 
the next world just as it is in this 
world. He remembered Lazarus, 
He remembered it all. Hell is a 
place of intensifying memories. 
Hell is a place of insatiable, tor- 
menting desires—‘“just a little 
drop of water on his finger to 
cool my tongue,” hia 


Those two places are set out 
in the Scripture as the two and 
only two places for the soul be.- 
yond the grave. 


And there is no exchange of 
place after the grave. That is 
also set out here. ‘Won’t you send 
Lazarus to comfort me and cool 
my tongue?’ ‘No,’ Abraham said, 
‘between you and me there is a 
great gulf fixed, so that they which 
would pass from hence to you can- 
not; neither can they pass to us, 
that would come from thence.’ It 
is settled. It is already settled be- 


fore you go to the grave. Did you 
ever hear someone get up and pray, 
“Finally in Heaven save us’? The 
only trouble about that is if you 
are not saved before you get there, 
you will never get there to be 
saved. Am I right or wrong? Bro- 
ther, salvation is an earth question, 
not a Heaven question. I mean by 
that, it is settled down here. It will 
never be settled up there. It is 
settled before we get to the grave, 


not after we pass through the) 


grave. There is no change of 
spheres beyond the grave. 


I want to answer another com- 
mon objection to the doctrine of 
Hell. “You don’t mean to tell me a 
kind, loving God that created all 
humanity would likewise create a 
place where His creatures could 
suffer as described there, do you? 
Why, the love of God and the 
tenderness of God denies the exis- 
tence of Hell,” someone says. Now 
beloved, the underlying premise of 
that argument is this: suffering 
is inconsistent with the love of 
God. If suffering is inconsistent 
with the love of God, you will have 
to rule God out of the universe. 
Don’t tell me that a loving God, 
if that theory is correct, would 
create the airplane, or potential 
powers of the airplane, all created 
for man, to take and transform 
them into death machines. We have 
now a war where nine million 
men are in mortal combat and 
many are being shot to pieces, in- 
volving babies and helpless wives 
who are being put to death. All 
that hellish suffering is going on 
in Europe. If suffering is incon- 
sistent with the love of God, we 
would have to rule God out of 
the universe because we have 
plenty of suffering of this kind 
this side of the grave, in Europe to- 
night. If suffering is inconsistent 
with the merciful, loving God, you 
will have to rule God out of the 
universe. 


How can a loving heavenly God 
that created mankind, permit a 
young woman to marry a young 
man who has sown his wild oats, 
then she reap through that mar- 
riage a terribly diseased body that 
will make her suffer the rest 
of her days and maybe go to 
a hospital, maybe sit in an in- 
valid’s chair? If suffering is in- 
consistent with a merciful, loving 
God, how will you meet that pro- 


blem? There are thousands of 
such women in this world to- 
night. 

How can ae merciful, _lov- 


ing God that created man- 


kind, and loves mankind, per-| 


mit a little baby to be born 
in a family and because of the 
sins of the mother or father, that 
baby be deformed and unbalanced 
and grow up as an object of pity, 
not normal, but have a weakened 
body? How can a merciful, loving 
God tolerate a thing like that? 
What is the underlying law? It 
is this; the God that gave man 
a mind to think with, the God 
that gave a heart to love with, 
laid down certain principles and 
rules and if men want to rebel 
against God and let hate come 
in the heart and go out and take 
the instrumentality God created 
and turn it into death, destruction, 
great sorrow and suffering, then 
the same God that gave man a mind 
to think with, will let man suffer. 
The underlying law is that the 
God who created man and woman 
and meant that they should be 
husband and wife, set up a clean, 
moral, healthy standard, And if a 
woman wants to marry a man 
without knowing the situation of 
the past and she will not use 
her brains, will not prayerfully 
use that loving heart and curb 
its affection; if she will be care- 
less and marry a man who is un- 
clean, the same God that gave her 
a mind, the same God that gave 
her a heart will let her reap the 
result of her foolishness. If a man 
or woman wants to leave out 
God’s standard of purity, God’s 
standard of ideals and contract a 
terrible disease that will bring into 
this world a helpless offspring, the 
same God that gave them a mind 
to think with, the same God that 
gave them a heart to love with, will 
let them go ahead and let them 
and their offspring suffer. So on 
the same law God created the 
heavens and the universe and 


‘created man and sent His only 


begotten Son. And if man wants 
to go on utterly rebellious toward 
God and turn away from the Son 
of God, the same God that will 
permit war and permit suffering 
and disease, the same God will per- 
mit that man to go on in his will- 
ful way and spend eternity in Hell 
where the worm dieth not and the 
fire is not quenched. 


Does God Want People to Go 
to Hell? 


That brings me to another ques- 
tion. Does God want people to 
spend eternity in Hell? That is 
answered here. Three worlds are 
interested in every lost soul to- 
night. 

Heaven is interested. I am told

more Over one sinner that repent- 
eth, than over ninety and nine just 
persons which need no repentance. 
When a soul turns in repentance, 
the harps of Heaven strike and 
rejoicing starts. Heaven is inter- 
ested in the soul of every lost 
person, If you are here tonight 
away from Christ, you can make 
Heaven your home by accepting 
Jesus Christ as your Saviour. 

Hell is interested. Here is proof 
of it.

The rich young ruler said, 
“I have kept all of them from 
my youth.” But he lacked one 
thing. Somebody says, “Men go to 


Hell because they get out and get 
drunk and wallow around in the 
gutter.” The Scripture doesn’t say 
this rich man got drunk. It doesn’t 
say he broke the Ten Command. 
ments or that he made ‘“‘goo-goo” 
eyes at his neighbor’s wife. It 
doesn’t say he cursed. It doesn’t 
say he was profane, I have heard 
a few preachers preach on this and 
say that this rich man let Laza- 
rus lie there and starve to death, 
You can’t prove that statement 
by the Bible. He may have fed 
him crumbs. In fact, you look 
in vain in that story for one dero- 
gatory word about the character 
of that rich man. It doesn’t say 
that he cursed. It doesn’t say*that 
he lied. It doesn’t say that he 
stole or that he was immoral or 
that he drank. or gambled. It 
doesn’t say that he didn’t have a 
charitable heart. Yet we read in 
that story exactly why he went to 
Hell. What is it? ‘If he goes back 
to my brothers, they will repent.’ 
He let the cat out of the bag. 
Why do men go to Hell? Because 
they will not repent of their sins, 
An unrepentant heart is the an- 
swer why men go to Hell. Here 
was a man who knew and who 
had heard and who understood, 
but he went his willful way just 
like people in Chicago do tonight, 
just like- people in Cedar Lake 
and all over the world do tonight, 
They know it is wrong. They know 
they ought to repent of their sins, 
that God is displeased, but they 
go on their unrepentant, willful 
way until death strikes them and 
they go to Hell, not because they 
were immoral, because if they had 
accepted Christ He would have 
made them pure; not because they 
were wicked; Christ would have 
cleansed them, They go because 
they will not repent of their sins, 
They talk about hypocrites in the 
church, they talk about preachers 
who are not true, they talk about 
deacons who haven't lived like they 
ought to have lived and make 
one excuse after another. There 
is only one city, so far as I know, 
only one city that completely turn- 
ed to Christ under the preaching 
of a preacher—just one. You know 
a lot of preachers preach about 
winning the world to Christ. Broth- 
er, they sure have got a job on 
their hands, I'll tell them that 
much, Of course you and I who 
are premillennialists know our re- 
sponsibility is not to win the world

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DON'T RUIN YOUR FILMS 


By Evangelist Walt Handford, Vice President 


Not long ago I was with a pas- 
tor who owned a very expensive 
16 mm. color film and had loaned 
it to a “friend” (past tense). The 
pastor was both heartsick and dis- 
gusted when the film came back 
almost ruined and without a word 
of explanation (or even thanks) 
from the borrower. A_ telephone 
call revealed that the take-up reel 
of the projector was not operating 
and nearly the whole film was ser- 
pentined all over the floor before 
the problem was discovered. 

Evidently many “helpful” people 
had gathered around the projector 
to assist the operator in rewinding 
the mess. The fact that walking on 
a tangled mass of film would 
harm the delicate emulsion never 
seemed to occur to them. 

In checking with the film li- 
braries and organizations which 
rent Christian films, I find that 
my friend's experience with dam- 
aged film is repeated over and 
over. -Thousands of dollars are 
spent each year in replacing gospel 
films which have been damaged 
through careless handling. 

Though films are a good deal 
tougher than they used to be, still 


they are delicate and extremely- 


expensive. Grease, oil or the soil 
from fingerprints leave marks on 
the emulsion which will affect the 
picture. Excessive heat, dryness 
or moisture also take their toll in 
movie films. Once the delicate 
emulsions of the film base have 
been scratched or marred in other 
ways, little can be done except to 
replace the film. There is a pro- 
cess of film lacquering available 
at six cents a foot, but even this 
expensive protection is not fool- 
proof. Torn sprocket holes render 
the film useless until that sec- 
tion is replaced. 

Every church that plans to use 
gospel films at all as part of their 
ministry should have one or more 
persons trained to run the pro-

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jector. It is strange how many 
inexperienced people are turned 
loose with a five hundred dollar 
projector’ as intricate as a fine 
watch and a film costing several 
hundred dollars which can be 
ruined at one showing. This is 
the purest kind of nonsense. Your 
local camera dealer from whom 
you bought your projector will be 
glad to take some capable per- 
son and train him in the use of 
the projector. Choose someone who 
is reliable and careful and can be 
on hand when the films need 
showing. 

Your projector should be kept 
carefully oiled and the film gate, 
projection lense and condenser 
lenses should be kept clean, Par- 
ticles of dirt in the film gate or 
film track can scratch and ac- 
tually ruin a film. A spare pro- 
jection bulb and exciter lamp 
should be kept on hand. They 
never burn out except when you 
need them. Your machine should 
have a yearly servicing by a com- 
petent projector serviceman, and 
if it is older than World War II 
Should likely be replaced with a 
new machine. Antiquated equip- 
ment with worn or weak pressure 
plates and defective pull-down 
claws do serious damage to the 
sprocket holes. 

When you get your film be sure 
to read the instructions usually in- 
cluded in the film can. You'll be 
surprised how many things you've 
forgotten since the last time you 
ran the. projector. Always use the 
white leader strip in threading 
your film and make sure that the 
loops are the proper length. When 
the film is threaded, run the ma- 
chine by hand to see that it is 
operating correctly and is not 
binding anywhere. Make sure the 
take-up reel is large enough, in 
good shape and that the belt is 
operating to take up the film. It 
is usually wise to have a 2000-foot 
take-up reel. It can be mighty em- 
barrassing to get half way through 
a film and find you have 2000 feet 
of film to go on a 1200-foot take- 
up reel. 

Don’t throw on the projection 
lamp until the film is moving and 
be sure to turn the lamp off im- 
mediately if the film jams. The 
concentrated light from the lamp 
is so intense that it will burn right 
through the film if it stops mov- 
ing. Make sure that the picture is 
framed right, carefully focused 
and run up to the actual beginning 
of the film before the meeting be- 
gins. Leave. the amplifier on dur- 
ing the preliminary part of the 
service so that the sound system 
will not have to warm up when 
you get ready to show the pic- 
tures. Someone should be appoint- 
ed to stand by the light switch 
and turn the building lights on and 
off at your command. Make sure 
that the outlet into which your 
machine is plugged does not turn 
off with the lights. 

A careful operator wil! always 
stay right by the projector dur- 
ing the showing. It shouldbe shut 
down immediately if any unusual 
noise appears or the picture jumps 
or the sound becomes fuzzy. Don't 
“play” with the film. Projecting 
it in reverse to watch people dive

In returning rented film be sure | 
and follow the instructions care- | 
fully. The film library will usually | 
indicate what kind of postage, | 
whether the film is to be insured | 
and frequently will supply a label 
for you to send the film on to 
someone else, Films should be re- 
turned immediately, either’ the 
night of the showing or at least 
the next morning. This is only) 
fair since others are usually wait-)| 
ing for the films. Be sure that the 
film is replaced in its properly | 
marked can. 

If you damage a film be sure 
and report the damage giving the 
approximate location in the film 
when you return it to the owner. 
Although most film libraries check 
their films carefully before send- 
ing them out again, sometimes a 
damaged place might escape no- 
tice and the next person who rents 
the film will be disappointed. You 
are responsible for any film dam- 
age incurred while you have the 
film and should offer to pay for it. 

It would be a good idea to pass 
this issue of THE SWORD OF_THE 
LorRD on to the person who runs 
the projector in your church. In 
this way you can have a part in 
reducing the amcunt of wasteful 
damage to fine gospel films.

to Christ, but to witness to the 
world of Christ and win all that 
we can. But I read in my Bible 
that one city, literally a whole 
city, was won, Do you know what 
city it was? Nineveh. Jonah went 
into that town. He wasn’t preach- 
ing on the love of God. He wasn't 
preaching on the mercy of God 
or how grand it was to be a 
Christian. He was warning people, 
giving a message of destruction, 
“Yet forty days, and Nineveh 
shall be overthrown.” And from 
the king on the throne to the ser- 
vant in the alley, they got down 
in sackcloth and ashes and repent- 
ed. The book of Jonah doesn't 
say they repented, It says they 
got in sackcloth and in ashes 
and put away their evil deeds. 
But when Jesus came to interpret 
it. He said they “repented at the 
preaching of Jonah,” and one whole 
city was won by the preaching 
of that preacher. 

My friends, do you want to know 
what it means to repent of your 
sins? Then look at the book of 
Jonah, Get down on your face be- 
fore God, humble yourself, then 
turn away from your sin. Any man 
who lives exactly the same way 
after He confesses Christ as he 
did before, his confession doesn’t 
mean anything. Repentance is 
turning away from our sins to the 
Lord, an acknowledgement of our 
dependence upon Him and our de- 
sire to please Him. 


The Gospel Brought by the

Are Saved 
That brings us up to another 
thing. What method does God use 


to get men to go to the right place 
instead of the wrong place? This 
rich man down in Hell, in torment, 
with flames about him, pleading 
for water, found all hope cut off. 
‘Oh, won’t you send Lazarus back 
to my five brothers? I have five 
brothers. I don’t want them to 
come to Hell.” Abraham said, 
“Dead men don't tell any tales 
about Hell. I am not going to 
send anybody back. They have all 
they need. They have Moses and 
the prophets, let them hear them.” 
“T am not ashamed of the gos- 
pel of Christ: for it is the power 
of God unto salvation to every 
one that believeth.” “For whoso- 
ever shall call upon the name of 
the Lord shal] be saved. How then 
shall they call on him in whom 
they have not believed? and how 
shall they believe in him of whom 
they have not heard? and how 
shall they hear without a preach- 
er? And how shall they preach, ex- 
cept they be sent? as it is writ- 
ten, How beautiful are the feet 
of them that preach the gospel 
of peace and bring glad tidings 
of good things!” 

“So then faith cometh by hear- 
ing, and hearing by the word of 
God.” “Born again, not of corrup- 
tible seed, but of incorruptible, by 
the word of God, which liveth and 
abideth for ever.”

‘You know, father, if he went 
back from the dead, they would 
believe then,’ said the man in 
Hell. But he was wrong. Do you 
know where the proof is that that 
is wrong? When Jesus came back 
from the dead, He came to the 
mountain, they saw Him and some 
believed and others doubted. ‘Well, 
we must be seeing a ghost. Some- 
thing is wrong. Something is 
wrong somewhere. Somebody is 
trying to put something over on 
us.” Abraham said, ‘““They have Mo- 
ses and the prophets, let them 
hear them... If they hear not 
Moses and the prophets, neither 
will they be persuaded, though one 
rose from the dead.” God has no 
other method of reaching lost men, 
to turn them from Hell, but 
through the preaching of the Gos- 
pel. “For after that in the wisdom 
of God the world by wisdom knew 
not God, it pleased God by the 
foolishness of preaching to save 
them that believe.” 

My friends, listen tonight, God 
has but one plan to reach you 
and to turn you from Hell to Hea- 
ven, and that plan is the plan that is 
being followed in this tabernacle 
tonight, and that is through the 
Word. 

Last Saturday night I was in 
Kentucky and spoke to a congre- 
gation af between 5,000 and 8,000 
people, a marvelous crowd. There 
I saw a man I want to tell you 
about. A few years ago up here 
in Chicago a man who had been 
four times in the Keeley Cure 
Institute and who had tried to 
commit suicide, heard the Chris- 
tian Business Men’s radio program. 
Through a loudspeaker, they start- 
ed singing, “When the Roll Is 
Called Up Yonder, I'll Be There,” 
and it got hold of this fellow and 
he got under conviction. That was 
the stepping stone that led him 
to give his heart to Jesus Christ. 
And now he is a flaming evangelist 
and thousands of people hear his 
message over the radio every day 
and in great congregations to 
which he preaches. God reached 
him through the Word and turned 
Him. Moses and the prophets were 
an instrument by which God turn- 
ed him from Hell to Heaven 
through the gateway of repentance 
as he trusted in Christ Jesus, You 
don’t have to believe what I say 
tonight, but it is what God has 


said about it and you refuse it 
to your peril. 
I am glad I am a Christian, If 


there were no hereafter, no Hea- 
ven, no Hell, no judgment, no 
eternity, I would still want to be 
a Christian. If life ended’ at the 
grave and there were no here- 
after, I would still want to walk 
life’s pathway with my hand in 
the hand of Christ. But there is 
a Heaven, there is a Hell. There 
is a Heaven to gain and a Hell 
to shun and I come to you to- 
night, my friends, in this closing 
moment of this message. Have you 
settled with Jesus Christ accord- 


‘ing to the Word? “He that~be- 
lieveth on him is not condemned, 
but he that believeth not is con- 
demned already.” 


Already Lest 
Every once in awhile somebody 
says, “Well, I know if I die with- 
out believing in Jesus I will be 
lost.” Brother, you are wrong. You 
are already lost. You would just 
never have another chance then. 


I am a great hand to fish and 


hunt. I was brought up in the 
country. I don’t have to tell you 
that! I like to hunt. One time 


the snow fell heavy in Texas where 
I lived. I went out hunting and 
took my dogs, I went one morn- 
ing and came out on what is 
called the old Manchester Road. By 
it I directed my course back home, 
two and one-half miles, I shot 
a few squirrels, and the time 
came for me to come up beside our 
farm—but I didn’t reach it. I kept 
walking and kept walking and 
finally I came to a clearing in the 
woods. I looked across that clear- 
ing and saw a small cabin that 
I recognized. And lo and behold, 
instead of walking toward home, 
I was walking in exactly the op- 
posite direction. 1 was four miles 
away instead of being at home. 
It was only about two miles when I 
started. I was going in the wrong 
direction. I want to ask you a 
question. Was I lost when f£ looked 
across the clearing-and saw the 
cabin? No, I had been lost ever 
since I took the first step in 
the wrong direction. Listen, if you 
have not repented of your sins, in 
acceptance of Jesus Christ, you are 
lost tonight as much as you will 
ever be lost, The only difference 
is now you have the opportunity 
of finding Christ, of repenting, 
turning, accepting Him and if you 
go on, you will not have the op- 
portunity. You are lost tonight. 
“He that believeth not is con- 
demned already.” 


Yes, I repeat, I am glad I am 
a Christian. Church fellowship is 
enough to pay me for being a 
Christian, The joy of prayer, and 
the reading of the Bible, the joy 
of winning people is enough to 
pay me for being a Christian. But 
I will get paid back. When I come 
to think of the hereafter and the 
uncertainty of life, how suddenly 
we may be ushered into the here- 
after, then I do rejoice to know 
I am a Christian, that my name is 
written in the Lamb’s book of 
life. I am glad God gives us in 
the Book the plain, simple truth. 
We need not stumble and wonder 
about it. I ask you tonight, have 
you accepted Jesus Christ as your 
Saviour by repenting of your sins 
and turning to Christ? Have you 
done it tonight? 

I thank God for a know-so sal- 
vation. Are you a Christian? You 
say, “I don’t know whether I am 
or not.” If you don’t know to- 
night you are saved, this is an 
awful solemn matter and =I 
wouldn't let another night go by 
without knowing. It is too im- 
portant to go on in ignorance. Do

By way of films, you can bring 
many of the very best preachers 
in America to your church to 
preach. Fine gospel music is also 


of a 16 mm. sound movie, your 
whole church group can be trans- 
ported into the heart of the most 
primitive foreign mission 
and the need for missionary giv- 
ing and going vividly portrayed. 
With 35 mm, slides and film strips 
your Sunday School teaching staff 
can receive excellent teacher train- 
ing. In turn, these same teachers 
can’ use inexpensive slides to illus- 
trate Bible stories. 

If your church does not own a 
16 mm. sound projector and a 35 
mm. slide and film strip projector, 
it is probably missing some very 
real benefits of films. It is not 
always easy to borrow a projector 
for the date and time necessary, 
and often you can’t be sure of 
the operating condition 6f the ma-

Then, too, it is hardly fair 
for a church with vision enough 
to invest the money to buy a pro- 
jector to have to loan it out to all 
the other churches in the com- 
munity, Your church ought likely 
to investigate the good projectors 
available and buy one. A 35 mm, 


slide or film strip projector can be 


had for as little as $30.00. It will 
pay rich dividends if someone 
keeps up with new slides and film 
strips and suggests to Sunday 
School teachers ways to use them. 

While you ‘are buying a pro- 
jector, buy a good screen, too. 
Glass-beaded screens give brilliant 
projection but they also pick up 
a great deal of stray light from 
windows. For use in Sunday 
School, unless you have heavy 
shades to exclude nearly all light, 
an aluminized screen may be bet- 
ter, 

Don’t rely on a makeshift table 
on which to place your projector 
while it is in use. Either build 
a sturdy stand or buy a metal 
folding stand made especially for 
this purpose,

Always there is plain preaching 
through an interpreter and the 
crowds coming to receive Christ 
at the end of the service. The 
Paris crusade with 2,600 decisions 
for Christ is very heart-moving. 
There is an offensive piece of 
nude art in one scene, but the 
over-all impact of the film is 
tremendous. 


Eastward to Asia is produced 
by Great Commission Films. 45 
minutes, black and white. 


This film covers Billy Graham’s 
eight-week trip to eight countries 
in Asia. One scene in Kottayam, 
India shows a stadium with 100,- 
000 people listening to Billy. It 
shows a _ tremendous invitation 
scene with people weeping and 
coming forward to trust Christ. 
In Manila you see 30,000 people 
in the stadium and 10,000 peo- 
ple on the turf. In these meetings 
there were 5,000 decisions for 
Christ. The film takes you on to 
Hong Kong, Formosa, Japan, Ko- 
rea and Hawaii. The seven or 
eight minute personal appeal by 
Billy Graham at the end of this 
film is excellent. He states that 
men are the same everywhere, and 
will respond to the Gospel when 
preached in simplicity and power. 
He points out the power of Christ 
that transforms individuals and 
that the Lord can give grace to 
live for HIM despite outward cir- 
cumstances. Then he closes with 
an urgent personal appeal to trust 
Christ as Saviour. There are 
scenes sO moving in this film that 
I wept as I watched. 


Reap the Everlasting Harvest, 
produced by Westminster Films 
for The American Soul Clinic.

This is actually a segment from 
the life of Fred Jordan, founder 
of The American Soul Clinic in 
Los Angeles.
